The hardy lilies listed above are considered the best, 
and will give continuous bloem from early Spring to the 
begining of Fall. 

They need not be replaced each year, but winter nicely 
if ice does not freeze the roots, some protection is needed 
in the Northern States. 

Give these plents Bel Bize bexes and use good garden, 
soil or rich loam, mix 7 pound of bone meal te each box. 

Put the hardy roots well inte the soil, the long roots 
should lay horizontal, place grave¥ or stones ever the reots, - 
let the buds be above the soile 

About 8 inches of water above rhe boxes is best, but many 
of these lilies will grow in ponds at a depth of 24 inches. 

All slants are tagged when shipped.

Tropical lilies are shipped as vetted plants ebout June lst. 
plant these in good rich garden loam, do not make the 

boxes too small, they are strong growing, the boxes should 
be 20 to 24 inches square and about ten inches deep, made 
of good pine, do not paint, let the water be about eight 
inches over the plant, let bud of the vlant be just level 
with the soil, plenty of sunshine is very necessary for _ 
success with trooical lilies, sunshine on the pool will 
keep the water warm. .
